"No contributions received after August 6, 1992, were submirnted for matching.
Of the contributions received afier the date of ineligibility and not submirted
Jor matching, more than 32,773,327 was neither clearly designated for the
primary or primary debt nor accompanied by a signed written designation for the
primary or pnimary debt. The Comminee’s [CPC’s] analysis of these
congributions is attached as Exhibit 3 io the General Commitiee Response.

These contributions were not, therefore, primary comributions because they did
not meet the requirement of 11 C.F.R. 110.1(b)(4). This number accounts for
the $2,444,557 rransferred from the Primary Commitiee and the Suspense account
to the Compliance Fund, and thus, these funds are not properly considered
primary contributions redesignated to Compliance. None of these contributions
were submitted for matching. ”

ANDERSON REPLY to False Statement #4:

The statement above tries to make the case that the sum of $2,444,557 that was
transferred from the primary bank accounts to the GELAC bank account was arrived
at by the Clinton Primary Commiitee’s “analysis" of the contributions in question.
That is a completely false statement.

By providing this explanation of the amount transferred, Utrecht is obviously
trying to obscure the relationship between the redesignation statements and the
amounts transferred. She did this very effectively by stating the CPC
performed an analysis, thus giving the appearance of not transferring any money
that should not have been transferred!

But many documents exist that show a precise correlation between the
redesignation statements and the transfers made by the CPC. It is, however,
obvious that the FEC auditors did not get a chance to review these documents;
there is no mention of them in the audit report; the FEC auditors, having
recommended the repayment, would probably have noted the precise correlation
between the redesignation statements and the transfers had they been aware one
existed.

The documents presented in Tabs 6, 7, and Tab 14 provide proof that the batches
existed and that the Clinton Primary Committee made transfers to GELAC based on
the totals of the batches of redesignation statements rather than its "analysis.” 2000

- Anderson Report - False Statement #4 - Tab 7, Page 1 of 3



Background - False Statement #4:

The CPC obtained the redesignation statements for the purpose of transferring
primary contributions to the GELAC (Compliance fund). As the redesignation
statements came in, Allen Wegehoft (Little Rock accounting department) probably
separated the statements into two categories based on the deposit date shown on

the face of the redesignation form. The deposit date determined the account

from which the redesignated contribution would need to be transferred. The
Primary Committee’s contributions received between Clinton’s nomination through
August 20 had been deposited into the Primary Committee’s general operating
account (GOA); redesignations for contributions deposited in that period would
therefore need to be transferred from the GOA account.

The contributions received after August 20 had been deposited into the CPC’s
newly opened "suspense” account (Suspense) and redesignations from that period
would therefore need to be transferred from the Suspense bank account into the GELAC.

Tab 07, Doc 7003/A is a recap of the batches of redesignations and the amount

of the contributions in each batch as transferred from either the GOA or the
Suspense accounts. This recap was produced when POC performed its
“reconciliation” (Tab 14) of the contributions transferred against the original
primary contribution record on POC’s computer. From Doc 7003/A it can be seen
that the first transfer based on redesignations was made from the Suspense

account and occurred on September 30, 1992. It involved the batch of
redesignations shown in Tab 6, in the amount of $27,691.51.

The data for subsequent batches of redesignation statements were computerized
by Allen Wegehoft in Lirtle Rock. Rather than sending POC copies of the
batched statements, Wegehoft sent only the computerized report of the
contributions transferred. Copies of the first and last pages of those repons
are shown in Tab 14.

Using the first transfer of $27,691.51 as an example, the GELAC's treatment of
the redesignation statements and the reporting of the money can be traced
through the system:

- $27,691.51 is the figure on the debit and deposit slips made out in Little
Rock for the batch of redesignation statements shown in Tab 6/Doc 6002.

- An adding machine tape run on the batch of redesignation statements in
Tab 6 totals $27,691.51.

- $27,691.51 is shown as a debit on the suspense account bank statement
dated 9/30/92 (Tab 7, Doc 7007/E).

- $27,691.51 is shown as a Line 18 transfer into GELAC from other authorized
committees on the GELAC's compliance report for September 1992 (Tab 7, Doc
7013/L).

- Doc 7014/M refers to the Line 18 item on the September 1992 compliance report
as "redesignated contributions.”

- The figure appears again in POC's recap of the reconciliation (Tab 7, Doc 7003/A).

All other redesignation statement "batches” went through a similar progression.

As discussed in Tab 14, between early October 1992 and April 28, 1993, POC
“reconciled” all the computerized lists sent by Wegehoft of contributions that
had been transferred to GELAC, with the POC database and produced a final
recap. A complete set of the reconciliation data (3, 3-ring binders full of
data) was sent to Lyn Utrecht in the spring of 1993. The Andersons still have
a complete set.

The Andersons do not have copies of all the bank statements showing every
single transfer but if necessary, the primary GOA and Suspense statements not
shown in Tab 7 can be obtained from Worthen National Bank in Little Rock.
Likewise the GELAC bank statements. The grand total of the 15 amounts
transferred from GOA and Suspense is $2,444,557.

Utrecht’s False Statement #1 covered up the Primary Commitiee’s responsibility
for obtaining the redesignation statements and her False Statement #4 “accounts”
for the $2,444 557. Thus the CPC obliterated its connection to actions and
documents which proved it should repay the FEC the full $3.6 miilion in overpaid
matching funds.

8011-8064: Documents show that POC kept recerds and performed tasks expertly

The Clinton Primary Committee defended the actions of all its vendors EXCEPT
those of the Andersons and their firm, Public Office Corporation (POC).

The documents in this section show that False Statements 5, 6, and 7,

discussed below, must have been made to make the Andersons and their firm
look just as bad as possible, fully capable of seeking and obtaining 38,000
signed documents without the knowlege of the CPC, the Andersons’ client.

FALSE STATEMENT #5
(from CPC’s Interim Audit Response, Tab 23, Doc 23003):

... "These misstatements were essentially due to errors by one of the
Committee’s computer vendors who failed to reconcile her records 10 the
accounting data and bank reconciliation provided by the Committee’s
accounting department. *

ANDERSON REPLY to False Statement #5:

Not true. Neither Pat Anderson nor anyone else at POC received balancing
figures, or anything similar to balancing figures, for the CPC’s compliance
reports during alt of 1992. Utrecht, though fully aware of the substantial

amount of documentation maintained by Pat Anderson, never asked Pat Anderson
about this matter. Thus the FEC Audit staff was never aware that complete
working papers existed that related to the compliance filings.

Utrecht never produced any documents or proof of her false statement #5;
thus the auditors stated in the Final Audit Report (Tab 28, Doc 28011):

" Although the Audit staff had requested all workpapers and bank reconciliations
during the pre-audit inventory and during fieldwork, none was provided which
related to the original reports filed with the Commission.”

Had the FEC been made aware of the record’s in Pat Anderson’s posession, they
probably would have cleared up the entire matter with no distress for anyone.

During the entire audit process, the Andersons were strictly forbidden by
Utrecht 10 talk to anyone at the FEC about anything uniess she (Utrecht) was
present and listening on a speaker phone. Likewise, the FEC staff was required
to direct all audit inquiries, including anything that might concem or affect

the Andersons’ realm of responsibility, through Utrecht.

The FEC concluded that the misstatements were materially cleared up by the
complete set of amendments filed in July 1993. The FEC was recommending no
action regarding the misstatements; the misstatements were a non-issue. Even
so, Utrecht made negative, defamatory comments such as "failing to reconcile
her records™ without ever asking the most obvious person, Pat Anderson, to
produce the workpapers that would mollify the FEC’s concems.

Anderson Report - False Statements #5, #6 & #7 - Tab 8, Page 1 of 10 8090
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FALSE INFORMATION #6
(which appeared in the FEC Final Audit Report, Tab 28, Doc 28011):

"The Committee did not maintain workpapers, bank reconciliations or other
records which demonstrated how the amounts contained on its disclosure reports
were prepared. Absent such information, the Audit staff was not able to

identify the reasons for the misstatements described above.

ANDERSON REPLY to False Information #6:

Not true. False Information #6 statements is based on verbal information the
Clinton Primary Committee (CPC) must have given the FEC auditors during the
audit that were false and misleading.

Obviously anything maintained by POC, the Clinton Primary Committee’s vendor,
is considered "maintained” by the Clinton Primary Committee. In a letter to

the Andersons on February 16, 1995, Utrecht referred to the CPC;s ownership and
right to the documents for which the CPC had been paying storage rental on

since before the audit ended.

The Andersons’ inventory of the documents in storage shows that 16 3-ring
binders contained "primary compliance” material, the very information sought
by the FEC auditors. (Tab 24, Doc 24060)

Utrecht and Yates must have known Pat Anderson maintained a complete set of
balancing workpapers for each compliance report POC had prepared and submitted
to the FEC; Pat Anderson also maintained a copy of all related documents that
went into preparing the compliance reports.

Documents 8062&63/NN and 8064/00 show that the Clinton Primary Committee began paying
for storage on POC’s stored records in August 1993, Yet, Utrecht claims

to the FEC auditors that the records did not exist. Thus, the FEC auditors

were not allowed access to records that did exist and that the CPC is required

by election law to maintain.
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FALSE STATEMENT #7
(from CPC’s Interim Audit Response, Tab 23, Doc 23003):

... "The Committee further notes that many of the errors occurred during June,
July and August of 1992. During this period, the Comminee experienced
significant difficulties with the vendor preparing the Primary Committee’s
reports. ”

ANDERSON REPLY to False Statement #7:

Not true. POC performed its duties nearly perfectly and never had any problems
with the CPC during June, July and August 1992, or at any other time.

Pat Anderson was openly and warmly praised for her good work, and that of the
staff of Public Office Corporation, by then Clinton Primary Committee general
counsel, Christine Vamey, on September 24, 1992, at the offices of Hogan and
Hartson in Washington, D.C. That meeting marked the beginning of the CPC's
serious prepanation for the primary audit. Utrecht, Yates, Ardman, and Reilly
were also present at that meeting and agreed with Vamey’s nice comment

about POC.

Pat Anderson was not made aware of any negative findings by the FEC and had no
hint at any time that the auditors had any questions about her area of
responsibility. Utrecht's comments about Pat Anderson and POC were so negative
that on Doc 28012, of the FEC final audit report (Tab 28), the FEC

audit staff responded:

"Irrespective of such vendor problems, the Committee itself, and its
treasurer, have the responsibility of complying with 2 U.S.C. 434(b)(3XA)
and 11 CFR 104.3(a)(4)."

The Anderson Report, Tabs 8, 10, and {1, contain information and

documents that confirm the Andersons performed expertly for the Clinton
Primary Committee.

Anderson Report - False Statements #5, #6 & #7 - Tab 8, Page 3 of 10
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False Statements #5, #6, & #7 - Documentation Discussion:

Utrecht’s False Statements #5, #6, and #7 were concocted solely to portray the
Andersons and their company as highly unethical, incompetent, and greedy and
thus, give plausibility that the Andersons inexpertly obtained the

redesignation statements for financial gain, without the Clinton Primary
Committee’s knowledge.

Why else would Utrecht make gratuitous, false, and defamatory comments about
the non-issues involving the Andersons’ area of responsibility and at the

same time, vigorously defend other vendors on serious issues involving

FEC repayment penalties? {CPC Interim Audit Response, Tab 23, Doc 23007-08]

The Andersons and POC performed their 1992 Clinton campaign responsibilities
expertly and nearly perfectly.

The following discussion refers to documents in Tab 08 that highlight

and typify some of the events and challenges the Andersons went through to
achieve and maintain the highest level of quality services and leadership for
the Clinton campaign that was second to none -- the best.

- In early Fall 1991, Pat Anderson called Little Rock telephone information as
the first step in making contact with Governor Clinton’s campaign commitiee and
introduce them 1o the services of POC; at first, the CPC wanted to do it
themselves. [Doc 8011/A]

- Several weeks later, after the CPC filed its first quarterly

FEC report and faced with qualifying Clinton for matching funds, POC was
called for support. POC immediately went to work on Clinton’s threshold
submission. [Doc 8012-15/B]

- POC worked very hard, hand in hand with the staff in Little Rock, on the threshold
submission and submitted it on November 15, 1991. {Doc 8016/C and 8017/D}

Not only did the FEC qualify Clinton but the submission was of such quality
that the FEC was able 1o process it more quickly than normal and Clinton's
qualification was announced at the same time as several other candidates,
including George Bush, whose campaigns had submitted their respective
reports much earlier to the FEC.

- The Little Rock staff was very grateful for POC’s effort and sent a bouquet
of flowers to POC’s office along with the note shown in Doc 8018/E. The
Little Rock staff were very happy POC was "on board.”

- And, thus began a very intensive 12 months that the Andersons and their
staff at POC spent working for Governor Clinton’s 1992 primary campaign.

- Very early on, POC geared up with new employees and wrote specific procedures
to be followed for tasks, especially where POC had an opportunity to project 2
super professional image of Clinton’s campaign organization. [Doc 8019&20/F}

Anderson Report - False Statements #5, #6 & #7 - Tab 8, Page 4 of 10
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~ POC tracked very carefully all production that was sent back to Arkansas or
across the country as shown in Doc 8021/G. POC tracked the employee time
used on each project. [Doc 8022/H and Doc 8023/1)

- As volume increased, POC added full-time staff and reinforced its established
network of part-time personnel with additional people; POC scheduled personnet
and allocated workstations, a job unto itself, in order to get the necessary

work accomplished. [8024/) and 8025/K]

- Doc 8027/L is an example of the one complex work flow that had to be organized
and understood by everyone, that of contribution management for the
maximization of matching funds.

- Not included in the Report, but available on request, are "briefing
and procedure” books prepared specifically for Clinton’s campaign which
were given to new staffers as part of their training.

- All documents and campaign materials were kept in 3-ring binders; a list of
documents turned over by POC to the CPC in April 1995, show that POC had
amassed documents that filled over 600 binders. [Doc 3028/M)

~ Many of these binders contained working papers and financial records,
material that wasn’t available according to what the CPC had told the FEC. The
CPC must have known POC had these working papers and documents and it still
refused to reveal them to the FEC during the audit.

- Doc 8029/N is a copy of the page (Doc 28011) of the final audit report
on which the FEC auditor comment about the NON-AVAILABILITY of documents appears.

- POC did everything possible to make work go smoothly, quickly, and accurately
by tracking its staff, its work, and campaign documents.

- POC also created databases of such things as deposit slips, a move that
became invaluable in keeping the contributor data balanced throughout

the ebb and flow of bounced "NSF" checks, redeposited NSF checks, in-kind
contributions, offsets to expenditures, etc.

- Manual procedures and computer command procedures were created so that daily
and monthly tasks were handled with continuity and efficiency. An example of

a very important procedure, that of producing the contributor schedule for the

FEC compliance report, is shown in Doc 8030/0.

- POC didn’t realize it at the beginning of the relationship, but it ended
up that POC had the responsibility for tracking ALL data relating to the

INCOME side of the campaign and ALL data relating to the DISBURSEMENT
side of the campaign.

8034
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- The income side of the campaign was comprised of individual contributions
(from the data on check copies and deposit slips), maiching funds payments,
“offsets” or refunds for any expenditures made, and, during certain months,
bank loans.

- The disbursement side of the campaign was simply any checks written or bank
wires sent.

- POC set up a computer link between its office in Washington and the
Headquarters office in Little Rock. Through this link, Keeley Ardman, head of
compliance for Clinton's campaign, worked very hard and did an excellent job of
entering the data relating the check data directly onto the POC computer.

- The check data was entirely under Ardman’s control and entirely her
responsibility. POC set up the database, established procedures, made
adjustment as necessary, and periodically helped her check the consistentcy of
the data, mainly by helping her find illogical data combinations that could be
detected by objective computer searches.

- Ardman could also print reports from the POC computer right in her office in
Little Rock; the arrangement worked very well and Ardman was diligent in
her responsibilities.

- POC regularly received copies of bank statements and debit memos; there were
many times that certain deposits and debit memos couldn’t be identified by the
accounting departrent; some items weren't identified until a year later during

the process of preparing for the amendments’ filing.

- POC did NOT track, however, the information relating to CPC debts yet to be
paid and other financial obligations of the CPC. Only the accounting
department in Little Rock, who had access to the debts and obligations source
information, i.e., invoices and memoranda indicating debts and obligations, had
source data sufficient to enable one to track such information.

- Neventheless, the CPC falsely blamed POC for being the sole preparer of the
debts and obligations schedules submitted to the FEC from inception through
March 1993; the CPC suggested that the data submitted by POC was so incorrect,
the CPC was forced to recreate the data and file the correct data in

amendments. Doc 8031/P is a copy of the page from the audit where this false
statement was made (False Statement #8).

- Because the statement is totally false and definitely misleading to the FEC,
the debts and obligations issue is discussed separately in Tab 9.

- POC's software is powerful and flexible; during the campaign, very

little custom programming was necessary to meet the demands of the campaign
[Doc 8023/I). One example of a special report that was produced frequently

for the head of Arkansas fundraising, Mark Midd!eton, is Document 8032-33/Q).
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- During the course of the year, POC sent out about 15,000 letters directly

to contributors under the auspices of Public Office to cbtain information

from contributors and request that they sign affidavits about contributions,

that, if properly completed, could be submitted to the FEC for matching

funds. POC wrote these letters, designed the affidavits, and inserted a

stamped envelope pre-addressed to POC. An example of an affidavit "package”
are Documents 8034/R, 8035/S, and 8036/T.

- The cover letter varied in text, depending on the issue. The ietter labeled
Doc 8034/R so favorably impressed the recipient that he returned it with the
comment: “Nice well written letter - I'm impressed.”

- POC had a financial INCENTIVE TO MAXIMIZE MATCHING FUNDS
designed to reward POC for the extra work necessary to identify and produce
the affidavit packages similar to Doc R, S, and T, which required a

lot of time consuming handling to generate and mail; affidavits also

required very careful scrutiny before they could be submitted to the FEC;

an incorrect affidavit translates into a costly penalty for any campaign.

- POC manag=4d the affidavits superbly as discussed in Tab 11; the FEC
detected not a single error among any of the 9,197 affidavits that POC
submitted which alone were matched for $1.477 million.

- POC’s financial incentive applied to affidavits submitted & contributions
submitted for matching funds; the incentive DID NOT APPLY to redesignation
statements for the GELAC, as Utrechi led the FEC to believe.

- Many of POC’s working papers have little check marks going down one

or two of the data columns that have been meticulously made by someone checking

and double checking the computer data against hard copy source documents.
Document 8037/U is an example of this POC trademark; the listing is a
pre-submission proof listing of affidavits which had to be double-checked
before being sent to the FEC.

- In addition to processing the contribution data, POC was responsible for
printing a thank-you letter for each contribution; the letters along with

the corresponding envelopes were carefully packed in boxes and shipped
to Little Rock, where they were stamped and mailed.

- POC deveioped an elaborate system of "thank you" capability for

the Clinton campaign. POC had the computer capability to intelligently
decide which text to select for a particular contribution depending on

the sum of the "total” contributed, rather than just the most recent
contribution; many peopie made multiple contributions and if a person’s
4th $250 contribution came in, POC’s system picked a text that reflected
a total of $1000 being contributed, etc., etc.

Anderson Report - False Statements #5, #6 & #7 - Tab 8, Page 7 of 10
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- The thank-you text selected also depended on whether they were from
Arkansas or "OS" (out-of-state); the amount of the spouse’s contribution,
if any, also figured inte the thank-you text selection.

- The Andersons didn’t let the thank-you letter text inadvertently become
stale; Bill Anderson volunteered on many occasions to ease that situation
by updating the text himself and requesting approval of the text; an
example is given in Doc 8038&39/V.

- Doc 8040/W is another example of procedures specific to the Clinton
campaign, for generating their thank-you letters.

- Doc 8041/X is a copy of a page from the manual log kept by Pat
Anderson, in which she recorded the number of thank-you’s in each category
that had been printed and shipped to Little Rock. 8042 is example of text.

- Doc 8042/Y is a copy of the statement that Bill Anderson prepared as part of
the effort to help the campaign obtain a bank loan based on future matching
funds receipts; POC ended up signing a contract with the bank, having been
asked to commit to stay with the project until sufficient matching funds

were obtained to repay the loans.

- It is no doubt that the quality of the FEC matching funds submissions that
had occured by the time the bank loan was applied for [Tab 24, Doc 24020/T}
was of invaluable help to the CPC in obtaining an "arms length" agreement
at Worthen Bank in Little Rock.

- Before each draw on the loan, POC had to express mail to Worthen a report on
the current dotiar value of matchable contributions "on the books;" a statement
from the Andersons attesting to the accuracy of the report was also required.

- POC is an innovative company and desired to track the financial data as
best as possible. Reporting to the FEC requires a little more than ordinary
bookkeeping as POC's Republican counterpart states in Doc 8044-46/Z.

- One examplie of POC’s leadership was the creation of a computerized campaign
financial spreadsheet, especially for presidential primaries. It began as a

crude manual guide set-up by one of POC’s staff to track compliance data for

February 1992 [Doc 8047/AA}; the spreadsheet’s development progressed

{Doc 8048/BB] and POC introduced it to the LR staff in November 1992 [Doc 8049/CC]).

- The spreadsheet was in full use throughout the clean-up and re-group period that
preceded the filing of the FEC amendments in July 1993. [Doc 8056/DD and 805 1/EE]

- The POC spreadshects were relied upon by both POC and the Little Rock accounting
department; there are copies of notes from staff in Litile Rock requesting

“another spreadsheet” in Tab 10, Doc 10048/Z, the section discussing the activities of
the clean-up period.
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- Another of POC’s special developments which came to be relied upon by the
CPC was its "All States” program. "All States,” as it became

known, was developed in March 1992, to automatically figure the allocations for
exempt expenditures and at the same time generate the dollar allocations that

the FEC required to be presented state by state. Doc 8052/FF is a copy of the last
page of the output in March 1992 where the program was declared as delivering
the correct answers as manually calcuiated.

- POC’s "All States” report, the "dated” final page of which is shown in Doc 8053/GG
and 8054/HH, became an essential management tool for understanding exactly

where the campaign stood vis-a-vis categories of expenditures and the state

spending limits; the program was designed so that different "scenario”

projections for fundraising expenditures could also be calculated.

- The notation on Doc 8054/HH about "Delivered May 10, 1993" was a notation
made by Pat Anderson referring to a delivery of that report to Lyn Utrecht.

- One of POC’s main data management capabilities was the ability to select
data and gisplay data in arrangements that made it easy to verify and otherwise
determine its correctness. [Doc 8055/H, 8056/1J, and B058/KK]

- In addition to keeping up well with all of Clinton’s data, POC also kept up
well with its own billing data; Document 8060/LL demonstrates that POC didn't intend
to keep anything that wasn’t theirs.

- Refer to Tab 25 for a look at POC’s contract and invoices for 1992 - 1993.

- The documents in this section, Tab 08, are only a small sampling of the many
sub-systems that POC had in operation in order to ensure for themselves that
they were in control and able to fulfiil the very awesome responsibilty of
submitting financial data on behalf of the Clinton for President Committee to
the Federa!

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Conclusiens Regarding False Statements #5, #6, and #7:

It stands to reason that if Utrecht wanted the FEC to know the truth about the
misstatements and any unitemized contributions that the FEC was complaining
about, the first person she would have contacted for an explanation would have
been Pat Anderson.

Pat Anderson was never contacted during the audit about any problems. Utrecht’s
defamatory comments in False Statements #5, #6, and #7 were unnecessary.

Utrecht had a $3 million motive for deliberately painting a grim picture of
POC’s services. The grim picture she painted was incorrect; where documents
and the permanent matching funds record don’t prove it, there are many people
that worked on the campaign that will attest to the quality work of the
Andersons and their company, POC.

Additional documents exist that show POC staffers and the Andersons worked
very hard to show leadership and that the Andersons helped achieved excellence

for Bill Clinton’s 1992 primary committee because of their organization,
experience, and ethical and expert management of the documents and data.

The compression of the first stages of the campaign into a
narrow window of several weeks rather than many months or even
years has made certain mechanical functions even more formidable
than in the past. The conference call we had last week
underscored the amount of concentrated effort required to qualify
to be on the ballot and slate delegates in all 50 states as well
as other jurisdictions. 2An equally critical challenge involving
several components of the campaign confronts us in the matching
fund area.

While there have been many discussions about this task, I
thought it might be helpful to review where we stand today and
what remains to be done. The matching funds program reguires the
coordination of three groups: our fundraisers, the team
preparing the actual submissions and our lawyers. AS you know,
in order to gualify for matching funds a campaign must raise a
mininum of $5,000 in 20 .or more states in awounts of $250 or less
from 20 or more éontributors in each state. The submission of
documentation to the FEC demonstrating that a campairn has
qualified for matching funds is known as the thresholi
submission. cCampaigns that have been certified as meeting the
threshold may then make submissions once a month (as opposed to
bi-monthly in previous campaigns) of documentation supporting our
entitlement to federal matching funds.

The threshold sulmission may be made at any time after
January 1 of the year prior to the election, i.e. January 1,
1991. 1In previous presidential election cycles, matching fund
subnissions were made much earlier in the cycle. The late start
of the 1982 campaign has added an unforseen factor to the FEQ
staff’s workload. Rather than having most of 1991 to review and
certify threshold subnrissions, they recently realized that six or
seven campaigns all) would be submitting at the eleventh hour. as
is reasonable, they became concerned whether they would have
adequate resources to review and certify all of the campaigns
before additional submissions were received.

The Ccommission’s requlations, including the new revisions,
did not envision this scenario. The requlations only require the
Commission to act within fifteen business days on & threshold
submission made by a campaign after January 1, 1992. There ia no
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requirement Or regulation on those being made now. The
commission did determine a few weeks ago that the first matching
fund submissions (not necessarily threshold) could be made on
December 2. The Commission’s audit staff, understandably
concerned about whether they would have the time to complete the
review of all of the threshold submissions prior to that date
1nforma11y spread the word through the comptrollers of the
campalgns with whom they routinely deal that the threshold
submissions should be made by Friday November 8 if the campaigns
wanted to be "guaranteed" that they would be acted upon by
Decerber 2. I confirmed with the head of the FEC audit division
yesterday that that date has no legal significance and that the
Clinton campaign received ne notice of it.

The campaign is planning to make our threshold submission
this Friday. That is certainly permissible in the eyes of the
Commission and the audit division although they are eager to get
started rev1ew;ng the thresheolds as soon as posslble. It is
during that review that many of the problems in the way the
campaign is preparing its submissions are identified and cured.

While I expect that if the money is raised and POC is able
to complete the threshold submission desplte its late start that
the chmiSSLOn is 11ke1y to certify us prior to December 2, no

should t a or anted. A real possibility
contlnues to ex1st that we may have problems with the Commission
due to the following realities:

1) as of this hour, we have not submitted to POC the
documentation necessary to certify the threshold submission, much
less the cushion recommended in the Commission’s quidelines for
Presentaticn in Good Order.

2) the campaign lost an inordinate amount of time
contemplating the question of how the documentation for matching
funds would be assembled. After an unsuccessful effort to
assemble a capacity to do it in-house, POC was finally given the
green light to proceed.

I have the assurances of the head of the Audit Division that
our submission on Friday would not in any manner prejudice us.
He agreed fully with my interpretation as described above and
stated that the only consequence is that rather than guaranteping
they would turn it around in the remaining days he could only
assure us that he would do everything possible to do so.-

It is impossible to overstate the importance to us of the
good will of the auditors. At the end of the day, they have
great discretion in many matters that are or will become critical
to us. I have explained to the head of the Audit Division that
the reason for ocur subnmitting our thresheld submission this
Friday rather than last is that the change over to POC has
provided us with a more reliable format that will make their job
casier. While he was supportive, there is no guarantee that our
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submission on Friday will be certified by December 2. Under the
new regulations, there ie no real dispute among lawyers that
since there is no time period for making a threshcld submission
prior to January 1. While it may be legally correct, however, it
will be of little comfort if the auwditors get their backs up.

Our situation is best enhanced by our taking the following
immediate steps:

1) No effort should be spared by the Finance staff in
exceeding the minimum requirements for the threshold and making
sure our documentation is correct. Given the number of days
left, we need tec make sure our error rate will not result in less
than 20 states being approved by the auditors for certification
by the Commission.

2) T have spoken with Keeley about the desirability of her
having direct conversations with the auditors as soon as
possible. The auditors are not always comfortable talking to
their own lawyers, much less lawyers who inevitably will become
adversaries later. While we should be careful not to discuss
specific factual problems, general conversations about systens,
documentation and the auditors expectations are invaluable to us.
Those discussions need to begin at once.

3) In the press of events, we need to finalize our deal
with POC and reduce it to a signed contract. It is not in our

‘interest to have different expectations between us and Poc about

their role and compensation.

4) oOnce our threshold submission is made Priday, we may
need to coritinue preparation of a supplemental submission if we
believe there is any real chance of falling short of the minimum
for certificaticn.

Accounting For All Those Political Dollars

WASHINGTON (AP) - 1In a warren of partitions and desks, young men
and women in dress-for-success garb sit guietly by their computers:
recording, quantifying, analyzing.

They are accountants, plying their button-down trade for President
Bush's re-election campaign, keeping meticulous tabs on the tidal
surge of dollars flowing in and out by the millions.

It is within this nexus that contributions and expenses are scorted
out under complex federal rules.

Forty-nine people work to keep it all straight for the Bush-Quayle
campaign committee, including five full-time lawyers and four
computer specialists. Millions of dollars pour in; millions go out,
check by check, for expenses large and small, from $106.63 to Jack’s
Famous Deli to feed hungry staff to $25,403 to Kabco Productions for
printing.

"Structurally, it is very important to a campaign,” says Stan
Huckaby, treasurer for Bush-Quayle. "You can’‘t expect people in
various parts of the campaign teo be accountants. It can be a real
headache."

But the importance of the work done by Huckaby's helpers - a
well-scrubbed group of mostly recent college graduates - doesn’t
necessarily buy Huckaby instant prestige. Eyes tend to glaze over
when he tells strangers what he does.

"My wife and I still laugh about it. After 13 years she still has
a difficult time explaining what I do," he said.

While the title of campaign accountant doesn’t carry the same
cachet as more visible campaign posts, the work is essential. A
cynical public and a wary election commission require books be kept
in balance even in the frenzy of a constantly changing campaign.
Democrat Bill Clinton’s campaign, for example, took in $4.7 million
in June and spent $4.1 million - and every penny of it must be
accounted for. Indeed, the campaign faithfully reported, item by
item, that it had spent exactly $4,149,796.73 in June.

The need for detailed accounting has spawned a number of private
firms that specialize in helping campaigns negctiate the mine fields
of campaign laws.

"It’s a huge amount of management where experience clearly
counts, " said Pat Anderson, president of Public Office Corp., a
Washington-based firm helping the Clinton campaign and several Senate
candidates comply with FEC regulations.

All presidential campaigns have atcounting departments, but none
are as large or professional as the Bush-Quayle operation. The
Clinton campaign has 15 people assigned to track the money.

Huckaby is a leader in the field. He ran finances for Bush-Quayle
in 1988 and heads an Alexandria, Va., firm handling the books for 20
different House and Senate races this season.

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Eleven years ago Huckaby was a CPA in Columbia, Tenn., when t-o
congressional candidates asked for help complying with new federaz.
election laws.

Huckaby took the job, discovering guickly it wasn't another
accounting assignment. ' .

“It was a disaster,” he recalled. "There was no organized
methodical way that the law was put together. It was very
complicated.”

He eventually sorted it out, developing systems and computer
programs to ease the way through paperwork and regulations. He has
been in Washington ever since.

"Originally my interest in it was mostly accounting, but it
quickly became more politics," Huckaby said.

Not all campaign financial officers come from the accountants
ranks. David Watkins, director of operations for the Clinton
campaign, had an advertising company before he was tapped to watch
the campaign’s checkbook.

"Given my druthers 1°d probably not do this again," he said. “"The
job can be crazy." '

Crazy, in part, because of the pace that money is received and
spent. At the time of Paul Tscngas’ New Hampshire victory, mail bags
of contributions had to be stacked in corners to await processing;
the Clinton campaign spent $4.5 million in the two weeks before Super
Tuesday.

The task is enormous: Bush spent $26 million during the primary
campaign and Clinton $28 million.

"It was pretty difficult to keep track of it all,” Watkins said.

But track it the campaigns must. The Federal Election Commission
requires meticulous documentation of where the money comes from and
goes to.

The campaigns follow the rules, motivated by the carrot of federal
matching funds and the stick of fines and possible prosecutions.

"It’'s actually two jobs, the normal bookkeeping you would do for a-
company plus all the requirements for reporting that are not
generated by normal bookkeeping,”™ Huckaby said.

Consider the work required for each check donated tc a campaign.

To gualify for federal matching funds, each donation must be
checked against a list with tens of thousands of names to make sure
the donor hasn’t exceeded the $1,000 limit. The check is assigned a
code number and photocopied twice. Documentation is included about
the donor's address, profession and employer.

All this, says Huckaby, is checked at least three times befofe the
paperwork is loaded into boxes once a month and trucked over to the
FEC office. There, inspectors take random samples, looking for
8rIOrS.

A donation can be rejected for matching funds if it is not
legible, if it is on a corporate check, if it is out of alphabetical
or numerical sequence.

"Fifty or 60 things can be done wrong," Huckaby said.

Mistakes are costly. If the FEC finds 10 out of 100 checks it
examines are in error, the campaign will be denied 10 percent of its
matching funds request. With requests in the millions, each
percentage point carries significant pain.
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Huckaby said the Bush campaign hovers around a 1 percent error
rate. Anderson claimed a slightly better performance for the Clinton
campaign. The smaller, more harried Tsongas campaign had error rates
of 4 percent to 5 percent.

Tracking expenses is an even trickier job.

There are FEC rules on how to present the voluminous lists of
accounts; there are FEC regqulations about proper expense items (no
parking tickets, no Chivas Regal on room service tabs). And those
expenses run the gamut: from office supplies to consulting fees to
payroll. ' -

Just keeping track of bills piled up by scores of campaign
operatives spending at a hectic pace can be daunting.

Huckaby’s corporate-style operation includes deputy directors,
assistant deputy directors and regional desks that keep a close eye
on spending for other parts of the campaign.

"Rather than try to force people to be accountants and watch their
budget, we sit down with them every two or three days and go over
things with them,” he said.

The Clinton campaign uses a similar system, but ultimately it is
Watkins who gives the final approval.

"I sat in all the planning meetings and was often the one who said
this is all we can do,"” he said. "I thought I was usually pretty
positive about things, but they started calling me ‘Mr. Gloom,"’ he
said.

Other campaigns don’t run as smooth, David Goldman tried to track
expenses for the Tsongas campaign through regional desks. But with
fewer people it was organized chaos. .

"At times it was overwhelming to keep track of all the details.
People would go out and start creating their own campaigns and
charter their own jets," he said.

To Huckaby, the job, with its headaches and egos, is not for just
any accountant.

"You can‘t just do this because it is an interesting accounting or
financial job," he said. "You have to believe in the candidate you
do itlior. A nice aside is that you're able to make a living at it
as well." '

The FEC auditors, in an effort to gather information about the necessity of an
expenditure on computers, asked the Clinton Primary Committee to provide a
detailed review of its computer vendors and computer equipment. The FEC listed
specific questions it wanted answered. The CPC responded to the FEC's questions
with a three-page document which was included in the Final Audit Report as
Artachment 5.

The CPC made False Statement #8 and False Statement #9 in that document, known
as Attachment 5, as shown in Tab 9, Doc 9002/A.

FALSE STATEMENT #8
(from FEC Final Audit Report, Aitachment 5, Tab 28, Doc 28104):;

"Daia necessary for preparation of amendments necessary to debt schedules
originally prepared by POC covering incepiion through March, 1993 has been
reconstructed by the Committee. Amended reports were prepared and filed. *

ANDERSON REPLY to False Statement #8;

POC did not, because it could not possibly, prepare debt and obligation (D&O)
schedules for the Clinton Primary Committee as POC was never given the source
information or documents with which the debts and obligations could be
determined.

In the early months of 1992, per the agreement (Tab 9, Doc 9003/B), POC assisted the
CPC in formatting its D&O data in a form acceptable to the FEC, but for each
report, the Little Rock Accounting office prepared the data,

Beginning in April of 1992, the Little Rock accounting department had lcamed
how to format its debts and obligations data in a form acceptabie to the FEC
without the assistance of POC. Thereafter, the Little Rock accounting
department prepared its own D&O schedules. A copy of the D&O schedule was
either forwarded to POC for inclusion in the monthly compliance repost or the
Little Rock accounting office, after supplying POC with the bottomline figures,
mailed the debts and obligations schedule directly to the FEC.,

Documents in Tab 9 of this Complaint show that:

- POC’s accounting data was considered very accurate and the standard to
the Little Rock Accounting Department must comply (Doc 9004-10/C).

- The Primary Commmittee had been planing on making wholesale amendments to
all the Primary Committee's previously filed compliance reports in order to
supplant the original reports with perfectly correct and balanced data that had

- A visual comparison of the debts and obligations reports filed by POC for

the months of January through April 1992 (examples are Doc 9013&14/E and Doc
9015&16/F), with the debts and obligations reports filed by the Cliston Primary
Committee from the Little Rock accounting department for May 1992 through 2nd
Quarter 1993 (examples in Doc 9017&18/G, 9019&20/H, 9021/1 and 9022/)), show a
clear difference in format and printer characteristics. The copies show that

the debts and obligations reports filed by Little Rock accounting department

for the Primary Commifttee (beginning with the report for May 1992) have the

One thing to remember here: it is NOT imperative to put the invoice data
on the POC system if the system in Little Rock can do tvo things:

(1) generate accurate historical debt/obligation information
on a month-ending boundary, and

(2) generate a clean magnetic tape to give to the FEC as regards
invoice data and vendor files

If the plan is to keep the data on the Little Rock system and tely on
it to generate the mag tape, ve recommend that:

(a) a tape should be generated ASAP 1o support the plan, and (b) it
should be read into the POC system and "looked 2t" with the thought of
"is this vhat ve wvant to give te the FEC."

TASK D. The role of Data Manager for the General election expenditures:

Proper, effective management of this process isc one of the keys
to vinning the election (not to mention avoidance of fines and
bad publicity).

Ve think it makes sense from a data management and compliance
point of viev to Assign Task B (GLAC contributions and reporting)
to POC under the same terms and agreements as Task A.

The management of the GLAC expenditures is covered as an item in
Task D. below.

The cleanup of Little Rock syvstem and re-filing of FEC reports

for Primary —- for the time being, this must be done on & time and
materials basis. VWork on this Task vill be done on a re-active
basis rather than pro-active basis. As of right now, it appears
that most of the work needs to be done in Little Rock on the
accounting system’s data.

Vhen the task can be more defined, ve can do some cost projections.

From the lack of indications othervise, the read I get on Task D
(general election expenditure/budget management) is that you prefer
to handle this task in-house, using the accounting system packages.

This is such an enormous task and such an important task that

I wouldn’t want to touch it without the proper resources and
computer system. VWhen I estimate that cost, especially when
vou add a redundant capability to it, I am afraid it vould only
serve to reinforce your current thinking of doing it in-house.

So, I offer this alternative solution that will give you a backup,
contingency plan vere something to go sour along the vay:

~ Authorize POC to develop their expenditure/budget management plan
and use the GLAC data as the empirical data on the system -- this
will not only serve a useful purpose but provide a backup
accounting system to the one in Little Roek.

Ve vill develop and manage the entire GLAC expenditure system
(data entry, check generation, budget coding, bank balancing, cash
management, etc.) on a time and materials basis not to exceed
$100,000 from right nov to December 31, 1992.

Thank you for coming to Little Rock to meet with us and for
your proposal to assist the Campaign during the general election.

After careful consideration, the Campaign has decided to bring
all accounting and FEC reporting for the general election in house.

We appreciate POC’s assistance in the campaign to date and
desire that POC remain a part of our campaign.

First, as discussed in Task A of your proposal, the primary
committee continues to be a priority as we retire the debt, and
continue to submit matching funds. Towards that end, we want to
continue the matching funds component of the contract as it now
stands. Moreover, given that the primary committee’s reporting
obligations continue until the debt is retired, we want POC to
continue to file our FEC reports for the primary committee. Since
the volume of primary activity will decrease significantly, we will
need to renegotiate the fees for filing the monthly primary report.
Also, the expenditure portion of our existing contract expired
several weeks ago and needs to be renegotiated. Please call

ANDERSON REPLY to False Statemnent #9:

The above statement gives the FEC the false impression that the CPC began to "pull away"”
from POC in late 1992 and announces to the FEC that the relationship will be terminated.

Aside from firing POC publicly before advising POC, this gives the impression,
especially when you put all the False Statements together, that POC had nothing

to de with the complete set of amendments that were filed, and perhaps even that

it was because of POC’s poor quality work that the amendments were even necesssary.

POC did considerable and significant work during the period January 1993 - July 1993
by way of reconciling POC’s database to each of the CPC’s redesignated contributions,
preparing balancing notebooks on every amended compliance report, and preparing the
amendment FEC forms except for the debts & obligations figures. POC’s data was the
standard to which the Little Rock accounting department was trying to match (refer to
Pat Anderson’s leiter to David Watkins, Tab 24, Doc 24026-32/L, which refers to the
clean up necessary for the Little Rock accounting department’s data as early as June
1992). Further, Pat Anderson believes both Keeley Ardman and Patty Reilly will attest
to the fact that POC’s quality work and leadership were exemplary.

The documents in Tab 10 demonstrate that the Andersons were leaders in helping the

Little Rock accounting department identify and resolve issues that finally put them

in balance with the figures on the POC computer. The draft amendments prepared by

PGC in May 1993 are shown on the right side opposite the actual report filed by

Utrecht in July 1993 (shown after document II in this section). POC arrived at

every single calculation using its own generated data, still without benefit of any

balancing figures from Little Rock Accounting department. POC’s draft figures were

used throughout the amended reports -- not a single bottom-line figure was changed.

The last compliance report POC filed for the CPC was in November 1993, for the

third quarter report, period ending September 1993. POC is proud of its good work 10000

Though cnly the first page of the four-page compliance report is shown, be
aware that POC produced the entire four-page report plus sll the reguired
schedules for every month from inception through the first quarter of 1993.

Of interest is the fact that the controlling, bottom line figures of the report
are exactly the same as produced by POC, only the figures and schedules for the

debts and obligations (meney owed by or to the Clinton Primary Committee), came
from the Little Rock accounting department and were filled in by Utrecht.

The amendments covered inception through 1 QTR 1993.
The last two reports were original filings generated by POC and were
filed subsequent to the filing of the July 1993 amendments.
These reports show:
- That POC produced the draft amendments and the figures balanced perfectly.

~ That the Clinton Primary Committee submitted the "bottomline” amendments
as preduced by POC without changing a penny.

- That the Clinton Primary Committee relied on POC’s figures and
report generation capabilities through the 3rd quarter of 1993.

- That the Clinton Primary Comumittee did not shift its computing capability
from POC to the Little Rock offices until after the 3rd quarter 1993
reports had been filed; Allen Wegehoft’s note (A.W. signature) on Doc 1J
shows that final data was not delivered to Little Rock until after
Thanksgiving of 1993, and not late 1992 as asserted in False Statement #9.

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Anderson Report - Tab 11
11001-11045: Documents showing POC’s expertise in CPC’s matching funds.

Doc 11001 is page from Lyn Utrecht’s Response to the FEC’s Interim Audit Report showing how
she gave the FEC the impression that it was because of slow processing of contributions that
the CPC did not receive as much in matching funds as it should have.

Doc 11002-4/A shows POC got off on the right foot by expertly handling Clinton’s initial
qualifying matching funds "threshold” report. Doc 11005/B, 11006/C, and 11007/D
show that POC was organized, kept track of all incoming deposits and assigned unique
identifying numberss to each check, as required by the FEC.

Doc 11007/E is the matching funds schedule set forth by the FEC. Submissions were made on

the first of the month; the FEC paid at the end of the month or first fews day of following

month. The FEC regulations focus on WHEN payments are made and NOT on when the request for
matching funds was made. For example, at the time the CPC’s June contributions were

submitted for matching on July 1, 1992, when Clinton was in his period of eligibility.

However, the Treasury’s payment to the CPC for the July 1 submission was not made until

August 4. By then, Clinton had entered his period of INeligibility by virture of being

nominated on July 15, 1992. During the ineligible period, the Clinton Committee was NOT

entitled to matching funds payments unless it had net outstanding campaign obligations.

Doc 11009-11/F are contemporaneous news articles that show Clinton always had good showings
at the FEC with money management but Tsongas, whose campaign had been established for many
months, couid not handle volume as well as POC.

Doc 11012/G and 11013/H give information about POC’s processing of contributions in May
1992, the last month for which matching funds were paid during Clinton’s period of
eligibility. Those reports show that POC processed every single contribution deposited in

the month of May (including the very last day) and submitted them in a report which received
a perfect grade from the FEC. Doc 11014/I shows that POC attained a perfect record for its
submissions in June and July also, two of the months in which Utrecht stated the CPC was
having difficulty with POC.

The series of Doc 11015/J through 11041 are examples of POC’s affidavit processes. Where a
contribution could not be readily matched, POC expertly and very efficiently obtained signed
affidavits from the contributor that allowed the contribution to be matchable. Doc 11042/K

is a chart summarizing the matching funds submissions as prepared by POC for the Clinton
Committee; note the dollar value that was matched based on affidavits alone; it is Pat
Anderson’s recollection that the FEC never detected a submission error or a document out of
order for any of the 9,197 affidavits (aka additional documentation) that were prepared and
submitted by POC. Doc 11043-45 are sample pages from the last report prepared by POC of
what just may be, the largest single matching funds report ever assembled in just one month.

Speaking of errors, POC’s overall error rate was about .6%, an exceptionally good record,
perhaps the best of all the candidates in 1992; such a low error rate meant more public
dollars for the campaign during his period of eligibility as the FEC WITHHELD
MATCHABLE MONEY as a penalty based on the error rate of the submissions.

Compliance Fund. In every instance, the additional clarifying documentation was received
within 60 days.

o It became ciear during August of 1992, that the campaign was receiving sufficient
funds that it would be necessary to calculate a cut-off date after which no further matching
funds would be sought. However, the Committee, at the time it had to make this calculation,
did not have the advantage of hindsight, nor could it in any way anticipate the adjustments that
the auditers would make to its accounts payable or post-election costs, many of which are
vigorously disputed herein. Had the Committee been able 10 forese that the auditors would
consider the funds transferred to the Compliance Fund as primary contributions after the fact,
it would have been necessary for the Committee 10 make up for these funds by raising more
funds for the Compliance Fund than were raised. If the Commission were 10 require transfer
of these funds to the Primary Commirntee now it would result in unfairness to the Comminee
becausz it may leave an insufficient amount in the Compliance Fund to pay continued genera}
election winding down costs.

o In making their calculations 2s to remaining entitlement, the avditors count private
contributions as they are received, but count the marching funds that correspond to those
contributions not when they are submiried for matching but when they are received. This
leads 10 two problems. First, it is impossible then, 10 calculate the date afier which no further
matching funds are needed, because at the time a committee makes a maiching fund
submission, it cannot possibly predict how much in private contributions will be received
between the date of the submission and the date of receipt of the matching funds. It would
thus be far more sensible and fair to the candidate to include martching funds in the caleulation
as of the time of submission.

Second, this method results in unfairness 10 a candidate who processes contributions
more slowly. For example, if contributions received during one month are not processed fast
enough to be included the submission at the beginning of the following month, then there can
be a wo month delay in receiving the funds. This method is also likely to discriminate against
candidates with a broader conuibutor base, i.e., a greaier number of smaller contributors,
because each contribution no maner whether it is S$1 or $250 takes the same amount of time 1o
process. It would be far more consistent with the statutory entitlement scheme and would
result in more equitable treaunent of candidates for the Commissjon to consider the matching
funds at the time of submission in making the entitlement caleulation.!”

“"The Committee believes that the Commission's approach in this regard is inconsistent with
the legal concept of "entitlement.” A candidate who qualifies for matching funds is entitled to
receive them in an amount equal to matchable contributions raised up 10 50% of the expenditore
limjtation. 26 U.S.C. §9034. The process would be far less costly and simpler to administer if
the Commission, as envisioned by the statutory Janguage, were 1o maich qualifying coniributions

In 29 days (11/4 - 12/2), the PQC staff worked a total of 1023
man~-hours on the three projects described above. Included in
this package is an accounting of the man-hours expended.

This works out to be $26.61 per hour we are charging; included in
this invoice is not oniy labor but camputer usage, all printing done
on our laser printers required to accomplish the tasks, reproduction
costs of 15,000+ copies of check copies, 4500 labels, all telephons
charges and miscellaneous other materials used.

- Every day, new batches from Arkansas are received and they are labeled,
reproduced and integrated into the appropriate threshold state
category and the system updated.

- Preliminary "matching” reports for the threshold states are generated
over and over as the updates and necessary information is added to

camputer records.

- Make numerous telephone calls to people arcund the country,
plus numerous calls back and forth between Little Rock and POC office.

- The states of Flerida, South Carvlina, and North Carolina were
"marginal” and required a disproportionate amount of time to cbtain
information, addresses, and generally be very creative to qualify
in these states; Doug Heyt had several inspirational ideas (like
"moving"” Bert Reynolds's contribution from California to Juniper,
Flcrida) so that Florida would be at least several hundred dollars
over the $5000 minimm. We later learned that Florida and South
Carolina sailed through without 2 single exception; North Carolina
did not make it.

- Prepare test magnetic tape for the FEC that complied with their
recent, new specifications and take it to FEC for informal,
pre-approval (prior to 11/15) of our interpretation of those specs.

- Prepare submission listing format and check it out.
- Qualify each threshold state "perfectly," one by one.

- Prepare, organize, and reproduce all of the documents required for
the submission: suhmission listing, submission magnetic tape,
complete set of deposit slips duly labeled as to date and batch
(fram Aug 15 through Nov 15), bank statements, required validated
deposit slips; the NSF (returned checks) report, the refund
statement (very simple because of no refunds) , and, of course, \
the check documentation along with their respective affidavits
{in state/alphabetical order) -- it took three people to camfortably
carry the documentation up to the FEC's 7th flcor submission area!

In short, we received our first shipment of check copies (the "batches") on
November S5th and exactly 10 days later we delivered to the FEC a well
organized, very clean threshold submission with about 850 contributors
irvolved.

During the week following the threshold submission, POC responded to several
problem areas on the threshold submission, namely checks that needed

affidavits because they had a "memo box" on the face of the check. With the
help of Doug Heyl, we were able to get back to the FEC exactly what they needed
within a matter of hours of their request.

The representative at the FEC, Ray lisi, told me personally that had the
submission not been well organized and easy to deal with (we had put all the
documents into three-ring binders and labeled everything well with tabs, etc.)
they, the FEC, would not have been sble to approve Governor Clinton in time for
him to make his first submission on December 2.
